PROBLEM IS PRESSING, 
SAYS SECRETARY M’ADOO 


Treasury Chief Issues State- 
ment in Regard to Diversi- 
fication—Aid of the South- 
ern Bankers Is Invoked. 


Washington, November 18.—-Although 
the $135,000,000 cotton loan fund has 
been completed, officials of the federal 
reserve board and the treasury depart- 
ment declared today that the south 
must introduce diversification of crops 
and a reduction of cotton acreage next 
year to get the full benefits from the 
fund and instire a material increase in 
the price of raw cotton for next year’s 
crop. 

Secretary McAdoo, in a statement to- 
night, called this “the other pressing 
and important problem” with which 
the south must deal. He urged the 
raising of other food products, which 
he predicted, will find a ready market, 
particularly if the European war per- 
sists. 

“The southern farmer,’”” said Mr. 
McAdoo, “therefore has an unusual op- 
portunity now for changing existing 
methods and habits with certain pro- 
Tit and permanent benefit to himself,’’ 
He suggested that the department of 
“agriculture would gladly outline meth- 
ods of crop diversification suitable to 
different localities, and added that 
bankers had an excellent opportunity 
to aid in this work by using their in- 
fluence to direct the character of crops 
by imposing ‘proper conditions” upon 
advances to farmers. 

“The farmers of the south,” concluii- 
ed the statement, “ought to wake up'/to 
the importance of crop diversification. 
There never before was a time when 
they could wake up with such cer- 
tain profit to themselves.”’ 

Members of the reserve board were 
inclined tonight to believe that pres- 
ent conditions pointed to a decided re- 
duction in the cotton acreage through 
influences outside the cotton produc- 
ing states, and predicted that with 
acreage reduced cotton would go to a 
normal level next year.

Russians Already Looking 


Like Different People—A 
Miracle Accomplished by 
Man Who Was Born a 


Peasant. 


Petrograd, November 18.—Actual and 
complete prohibition in force to- 
day throughout the entire Russian em- 
pire and not a drop of vodka, whisky, 
brandy, gin or any other strong drink 
is obtainable from one end to the other 
of an area populated by 150,000,000 
people and comprising one-sixth of the 
habitable globe. 

“In every foot of Russian territory 
the word prohibition its taken literally. 
It does not mean a partially success- 
ful attempt to curtail liquor consump- 
tion, resulting In drinking in secret 
Places, abuse of medical licenses and 
general evasion and subterfuge. It 
does mean that a vast population who 
consumed $1,000,000,000 worth of vodka 
a year; whose ordinary condition has 
been described by Russians themselves 
as ranging. from a slight degree of 
stimulation wpoward; has been Iifted 
almost in one day to sobriety. 

Good Results Already Seen. 

On that day when the mobilization 
began policemen visited every public 
Place where vodka is sold, locked up 
the supply of the liquor, which is al- 
most pure alcohol, and placed on the 
shop the imperial seal. Since the man- 
ufacture and gale of vodka is a gov- 
ernment monopoly, it is not difficult 
to enforce prohibition and from the 
day the shops were closed drunkenness 
vanished. . 

The results already are seen in the 
peasantry. They are beginning to look 
like a different race. Marks of suf- 
fering, the pinched looks of illness 
and improper nourishment have gone 
from their faces. Their clothes are 
cleaner and both men and women ap- 


is 


pear more neatly and better dressed: 


Homes of the poor, formerly destitute, 
now present, something like order and 
thrift. 

In Petrograd and Moscow the effect 
is fairly startling. On holidays ine- 
briates always filled the police sta- 
tions and often lay about in the streets. 
Today unattended women may pass ar 
night through portions of thése cities 
where it formally was dangerous for 
men. Minor crimes and misdemeanors 
have almost vanished. 

This miracle virtually has been ac- 
complished by one man.

DR. W. P. LOVEIOY 


DIES AT MARIETTA 


Presiding Elder of Atlanta 
District Succumbs to Pto- 
maine Poisoning During 
Sessions of Conference. 


Marietta, Ga., November 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Dr. W. P. Lovejoy, presiding el- 
der of the Atlanta district and one of 
the leaders of Methodism in the south, 
died here tonight at 7 o'clock from 
ptomaine poisoning, and the North 
Georgia conference, for the second 
time in two years, is plunged in grief 


over the sudden massing away during | 


its sessions of one of its beloved mem- 
bers from Atlanta. Dr. J. B. Robins, 
it will be remembered, 
at the FE.lberton conference last year. 

Shortly after reaching Marietta Tues- 
day morning Dr. Lovejoy became crit- 
ically ill as the result of eating sal- 
mon and milk just before he left At- 
lanta. He was given medical atten- 
tion immediately and later, when the 
gravity of his condition became evi- 
dent, removed to a local sanitarium. 
When it was seen that he was sink- 
ing rapidlygan operation was proposed, 
but his vanced years made such a 
step impossible.

Since becoming a member of 
the conference he had been a leader in 
practically every department of Metho- 
dist enterprise in Georgia. After serv- 
ing as pastor for several years in the 
circuits and stations of the confer- 
ence, he was appointed a presiding 
elder, and for the past thirty years 
has been working in that capacity al- 
most uninterruptedly. He had served 


.as presiding eider in neariy every dis- 


trict in the North Georgia conference. 
and had actively participated in every 
forward movement during the past 25 
years. 

Dr. Lovejoy was considered a preacher 
of rare attainments, and was  hon- 
ored by his fellow ministers by being 
sent as delegate to the general con- 
ference four times. 

During his career he wrote quite 
a number of small books and 
publications, and. was a frequent con- 
tributor in the magazines and reviews 
of the church. He wrote one large 
book several years ago, “The Mission 
of the Church,” which was widely cir- 
culated and recognized as a book of 
merit. 

He is survived by four children—Hon. 
Hatton Lovejoy, of LaGrange; Paul 
Lovejoy, of Atlanta; Mrs. Frank Har- 
well, of LaGrange, and Mrs. Paul Akins 
of Cartersville.

TROOPS ON MEXICO CITY 


Informs Washington That 
Conditions Are Very Seri- 
ous in Capital of Mexico. 


Washington, November 18.—General 
Francisco Villa, commanding troops 
under control of the Aguas Calientes 
convention, is marching on Mexico 
City. His army today reached Leon, 
the first important railroad center 
south of Aguas Calientes. 

General Pablo Gonzalez’s Carranza 
forces are at Queretaro and Irapuato, 
where the first important clash be- 
tween General Carranza and the con- 
vention probably will occur. 

These facts were reported today by 
George C. Carrothers, American con- 
sular agent, accompanying General 
Villa. Carrothers declared Villa was 
well equipped for the march. 

Hostilities Inevitable. 

American Consul Silliman telegraph- 
ed that conditions wére far more seri- 
ous in Mexico City than at any time 
since the parleys for peace began. He 
regards actual hostilities as inevit- 
able, though some. generals still are 
trying to patch up differences. 

General Carranza, according to mes- 
sages from Mr. Silliman and Leon 
Canova, special agent at Aguas Cali- 
entes, declared that he had been mis- 
understood; that he never intended to 
deliver the executive power: except to 
some man of his own selection. 

Officials here tonight believed Gen- 
eral Eulalio Gutierrez, chosen pro- 
visional president by the convention, 
had ordered a general attack on Car- 
ranza garrisons. Gutierrez controls 
northern Mexico and General Villa's 
advance guard is within 200 miles of 
the Mexican capital. 

One column of convention forces is 
moving eastward from San Luis Poto- 
si to Tampico. Another is endeavor- 
ing to cut off the. forces of General 
Jesus Carranza at Puerto Mexico. An 
engagement at Julile, near Puerto 
Mexico, was reported today: by Ameri-

Whether or not ex-federal forces 
under Generals Higenio Aguilar and 
Argumeédo, which threaten Puebla, are 
working in harmony with General 
Villa is not known, but renewed at- 
tacks on the Cartanza lines by Zapata 
troops are expected. 

What, Carranza Meant. 

Carranza first telegraphed General 
Gonzales that he was willing to deliver 
the executive power to Gutierrez, pro- 
vided both he (Carranza) and Villa re- 
linquished their commands and met in 
Havana on November 25. General Gon- 
zales telegraphed to that,effect to Gu- 
tierrrez. chosen provisional president 
by the convention at Aguas Calientes, 
who concluded that Carranza was\ready 
to deliver the executive power to him. 
Now Carranza has announced that 
when he used the words “provisional 
president” he meant a man who en- 
joyed his entire confidence, such as 
General Pablo Gonzales.. American Con- 
sul Silliman referred to this as “a new 
proposal from Carranza,” while Spe- 
cial Agent Canova described it as “a 
repudiation by Carranza of his tele- 
gram to Gonzales.” 

A compromise 
discussed is that 
resign his command to 
zales, while Villa would turn 
over his forees to Gutierrez.

In the 
language of the fabulist, the German 
rhinoceros stubbornly dashes against 
the wall with a mad hope of treading 
on the tail of the British lion. Will 
the rhinoceros gather fresh strength 
and try again? Will the Germans carry 
their obstinacy so far as to strip some 
of their fortresses of troops to gain a 
few miles of coast? The near future 
will tell us.” 


BRITISH TROOPS 
DRIVE GERMANS. 


London, November 18.—The official 
information bureau today gave out a 
Statement as follows: 

“Our third division was subjected 
yesterday to a heavy attack, first from 
artillery and then from infantry, the 
brunt of both falling upon two bat- 
talions of the divisions. These were 
shelled out of their trenches, but they 
recovered after a brilliant counter at- 
tack, which drove the enemy back in 
disorder for some 500 yards, 

During the day an attack was made 
also on a brigade of the second divi- 
sion. In this the enemy were re- 
pulsed with heavy losses. 


BRITISH FLEET 
SHELLED GERMANS. 


London, November 18.—A Rotterdam 
dispatch to The Daily Mail says: 

“The British fleet received informa- 
tion Monday which led them to carry 
out a vigorous bombardment at 
Knocke and Zoobrugge on the Belgian 
coast. The Solvey company’s works 
on the Brugges ship canal, which are 
being used ag a base for German mili- 
tary trains, was wrecked. 

“A train of five cars, filled with sol- 
diers, was struck by a shell, took fire 
and was destroyed. Much damage was 
done to the German stores and sup- 
plies.” 


HEAVY LOSSES 
FOR GERMANS. 


London, November 18.—The  corre- 
spondent of Reuter’s Telegram com- 
pany at Amsterdam sends the follow- 
ing: 

“According to The Telegraaf’s Sluis, 
Netherlands, correspondent, the Ger- 
mans occupying Dixmude have suf- 
fered heavy losses. in fresh fighting,

TRAFFIC IN BAD EGGS 
FOUGHT IN ILLINOIS 


Washington, November 18.—Federal, 
state and local officials have begun a 
campaign in Illinois, the department of 
agriculture announced today, to stop 
what it declared was illegal traffic 
in impure eggs. “From evidence gath- 
ered,” the department stated, “there 
seems to’ be a definite market in Chi- 
cago for ‘rots and spots’ at $2 a .case 
of thirty dozen. In consequence rots 
and spots from all over the surround- 
ing country have been coming into Chi- 
cago in large numbers. 

“Although there is a certain demand 
for inedible eggs for technical pur- 
poses, such as tanning leather, most of 
the rots and spots that reach Chicago 
are first broken and frozen, and then 
sold to bakers for use in cakes and 
other forms of food. In one instance, 
at least, a shipment of these eggs was 
traced to a firm which admitted that 
|p | had no use for them except in 
ood. 

“Now, with the state and federal au- 
thorities working together, it is believ- 
ed the traffic can be broken up very 
rapidly. 

“Another important result of the 
work in Chicago it is hoped will be to 
persuade other cities and states of the 
necessity of assisting the federal gov- 
ernment in destroying the traffic in 
bad eggs.” 


SHOT THROUGH HEART 
AND PUT IN A BARREL 


New York, November 18.—A mys- 
tery similar to the famous East Side 
barrel murder some years ago, today 
confronted iocal police. They are 
searching for a clue to the murder of 
Luigi Macaluso, aged 22, who was shot 
through the heart, his body stuffed 
into a barrel, carried to a lonely street 
under the Queensborough bridge and 
left there, to be found early today be- 
fore the warmth had left the body. 
Macaluso lived in that section of Man- 
hattan’s Hast Side, best known to the 
police as the home of gangsters and 
gunmen. He himself had served a 
sentence for carrying a pistol and de- 
tectives seeking to unravel the mystery 
of his death thought it due to a feud 
between rival gangs. 

Two men unloaded the barrel from a 
truck, rolled it to the sidewalk and 
stood it on end. Then -they: leaped 
back on their truck, whipped their} 
horses and dashed away.

New York, November 18.—In a letter 
to the committee of mercy, replying to 
an appeal to help raise contributions 
for the relief of the Belgians, Mayor 
Mitchel yesterday called attention to 
the need of home philanthropy before

“Contributions made to the Belgians 
must be made in addition to the contri- 
butions necessary for the relief of pov- 
erty here at home,” the mayor wrote. 
“I feel it my duty to emphasize this. 
and to urge the citizens of New York 
to make special sacrifices during this 
winter to minimize distress among the 
destitute here in America. 

“Let us give to the Belgians gener- 
ously, but let us not fail first to meet 
with equal generosity the needs of 
those for whom we have first respon- 
sibility, and on whose welfare will very 
largely depend America’s readiness to 
meet her obligations now and at the 
close of the war.” 


COMAL AND THE BALTIC 
COLLIDE AT NEW YORK 


New York, November 18—The Mal- 
lory line steamship Comal, for Galves- 
ton, and the White Star liner Baltic, 
for Liverpool, collided late today as 
both ships were passing out through 
Ambrose channel. The Comal returned 
to her dock, where it was found she 
had ‘been so seriously damaged that her 
sailing was cancelled. The Baltic ap- 
parently was not. badly damaged, and 
proceeded to sea. 

According to Lieutenant Charles 
Pugh, U. 8S. A. On the Comal, the Bal- 
tic came up astern, passin on the 
port side of the Comal at a distance of 
about 120 feet. It is presumed the 
suction of the larger ship caused the 
Comal to be drawn in, striking the Bal- 
tic amidships.

THE CITY MANAGER. 


On December 28, the people of Los An- 
geles will hold an election to decide whether 
they shall turn the government over to a 
general manager and a board of directors, 
after the Dayton plan. Something of that 
plan, which is growing so rapidly in favor, 
may interest the people of Atlanta. 

Recently one of Atlanta’s studious club- 
women returned from Dayton, Ohio, the 
town so recently ravaged by flood and fire, 
and brought glowing tales of the achieve- 
ments in municipal government wrought by 
the imported city manager. 

When Dayton went to pieces after the 
deluge, it was obvious that unusual steps 
were essential for rehabilitation. The old- 
fashioned governmental methods were too 
clumsy and circultous and would not do. 
The sentiment was that they even wanted 
an improvement over the Galveston plan, 
which served to restore that city when it 
was tumbled to wreck by a tidal wave. 

The city manager was the solution. A 
city manager is just that—a city manager. 
He occupies toward the municipal corpora- 
tion the same relations that a general 
manager does toward any other corporation. 
His authority is almost absolute, but so is 
his responsibility. The result is a highly 
centralized form of government, with no 
trouble in getting things done, with no diffi- 
culty in placing responsibility, with no graft 
and a minimum of lost motion. Commis- 
sioners handle each department and form 
an advisory council, but the last word rests 
with the manager. 

The Atlanta clubwoman says the thing 
has worked like a charm in Dayton. She 
spent all her childhood thete. She knew 
the havoc wrought by the flood. Yet so 
swift and efficient has been the work of 
the city manager, so finely has he molded 
the co-operation of the citizens that she de 
clares no one now could realize the city 
had been visited by a cataclysm. “The only 
thing I missed was the pianos,” she said. 
“How is that?” she was asked. “Why, the 
people have no money to buy pianos, or to 
spend on luxuries, and they are not spend- 
ing it.” She gave the city manager full 
credit, though she said the commissioners 
were well-selected and doing their part. 

Already there are eighteen city managers 
in America. Some are not as good as the 
man at Dayton, but as a whole the plan has 
given satisfaction. The whole philosophy of 
its workings is separating politics from gov 
ernment, running a city Iike a business. 
Viewed by this standard, the city manager 
may be one step toward the elimination of 
the irresponsible city boss. Speed the day. 


FOSTER COATES. 


The sudden death of Foster Coates, presi- 
dent of The Atlanta Georgian Company, and 
for many years prominently identified with 
the Hearst service, removes a man who has 
occupied many positions of importance in 
American journalism and all of them with 
force and ability. 

Mr. Coates came to the Hearst service 
after many vears’ experience in metropolitan 
newspaper work in executive, editorial and 
supervisory capacities. He knew the news- 
paper “game” from top to bottom. 

In thought, scope and policy Mr. Coates 
was essentially a newspaper man of the 
first magnitude. He knew news intimately. 
He knew it in the raw, in the bizarre or in 
the spectacular features. He knew the ef- 
fect of news upon people, as a trained 
psychologist. He was familiar with the diffi- 
cult art of reading and interpreting public 
sentiment. 

Personally, his forte was in initiation and 
execution. He was never afraid to be “dif- 
ferent.”

The attitude taken Dy 
3enjamin Strong, Jr., and his associates in 
the management of a regional bank for this 
district is one which suggests both conserva- 
tism and eaution at the beginning and yet 
conveys a promise of reasonable assistance 
as soon as practicable in stimulating and 
facilitating business not only in this district 
but throughout the United States. 

Apparently the purpose is to proceed cau- 
tionsly at the beginning. There are some 
experiments to be made. The machinery of 
the new system must be carefully adjusted 
so that there may ‘be as little friction as pos- 
sible. This regional bank will not encour- 
age at first new undertakings which involve 
investments of large capital. But the time 
is surely coming when, if the conditions are 
favorable in other respects, capital will be 
sought, probably in enormous amounts, for 
the purpose of developing our natural re- 
sources and particularly for the expansion of 
our foreign trade, and this purpose the banks 
of the new system will encourage. 

A Significant Comment. 

How far-reaching and profound is the 
confidence already felt in this new system 
was illustrated by the statement made public 
at Philadelphia a few days ago by an influ- 
ential representative of the Investment Bank- 
ing Association of the United States, who said 
that it was his earnest hope that speedily a 
majority and ultimately all of the state- 
chartered banking institutions of the United 
States would membership in the new 
system.

A ray of sunshine appeared in the busi- 
ness situation, as Philadelphia saw it.

This 
took on decidedly larger scope than at any 
period since the European war began. In 
some instances, it was sufficient to deplete 
stocks of goods that had been carried by 
mills and factories for many months. Or- 
ders were in nearly all cases for immediate 
delivery, and came from English and French 
interests. 

The effect of this movement has not been 
felt by the laboring forces, save to a small 
extent, Decause the goods were already made 
up. Stocks, however, will have to be manu- 
factured to replace those sent abroad, and in 
this way labor will feel the stimulating in- 
fluence. Blankets, shoes, knit goods, wire. 
hosiery and other supplies for the allied 
armies have all figured in the exports, and 
the feeling is that this demand will assume 
a broader scope as the year draws to a close. 
The iron and steel trade has not participat- 
ed in the foreign orders. This, the mill in- 
terests say, is due to the fact that prices 
are too low on the other side: but foreigners 
in letters to houses here express the belief 
they will have to look to the United States 
very soon for supplies. Meantime, producers 
are operating about one-third of capacity.

Taken in conjunc- 
tion with the completion of the cotion 
pool, it was hailed as an augury of 
petterment in other directions. 

One more step toward the restora- 
tion of normal financial conditions 
was recorded during the day, when 
the committee of bankers and bond 
dealers, which was organized soon 
after the outbreak of the war to su- 
pervise dealings in unlisted bonds and 
unlisted guaranteed stocks, announced 
its retirement. The well established 
market now prevailing for these se- 
curities and the absence of all danger 
to the loan situation enabled the com- 
mittee to take this action. 

There was. another conference be- 
tween leading banking interests and 
authorities of the stock exchafige rela- 
tive to the advisability of an early re- 
opening of that institution, but the 
result was once more. inconclusive. 
The suggestion that a beginning be 
made by having daily “calls” in bonds 
and guaranteed stocks, as was the 
custom in the early days of the ex- 
change, was reported to have met with 
little favor in influential quarters. 

Industrial conditions offered greater 
promise, according to authoritative 
trade advices. Copper metal scored 
another fractional advance and pur- 
chases of pig iron have increased ma- 
terially. Buying of finished steel and 
iron thus far this month was consid- 
erably in excess of the corresponding 
period of the preceding month and 
leading mills announced their average 
of production. Incidentally, some of 
the larger railway systems came into 
the market for new equipment. 

Exchange on London was a trifle 
easier, with little demand. Business 
for Paris and Berlin was the smallest 
in some weeks. All continental rates 
were higher. The Imperial Bank of 
Germany again showed an increase of 
gold holdings, with a very large ex- 
pansion of discounts.

New York, November 18.—(Special.)— 
Europe is so convinced of its ability to 
buy cotton this year at any old price that 
the Liverpool market declined sharply to- 
day and is below a parity either with New 
York or the southern markets. During 
the past three days there has been more 
actual liquidation by those who did not 
care to carry their December cotton any 
longer. This liquidation has been in ex- 
cess of the investment demand, which 
naturally has waited to see what the mar- 
ket would do after having been closed 
for so long a period of time. 

Today the pressure was much less and 
investment demand was greater, though 
small in volume. People who buy cotton 
nowadays are either looking at it as a 
permanent investment for two or three 
years, or the orders are from spinners who 
failed to buy on the depression of last 
month and are now contemplating the pur- 
chase of a supply. We cannot expect any 
active speculation for an advance when 
it is known that there will be some 5,000,- 


.000 bales to be carried over this season, 


but we do expect that spinners will buy 
from now on more cotton than they need 
this season on declining markets. They 
know the value of cotton, and what will 
happen if peace should be brought in 
Europe, just as well as we do. We expect
